Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention; 

Specie I: The specifics being a pair of counter electrodes positioned as disclosed 
in Figures 1 A and IB, described as embodiment 1. 

Specie II: The specifics being a counter electrode formed on an upper surface of 
the protective film as disclosed in Figures 4A and 4B, described in embodiment XL 

Specie III: The specifics being a notched light transmitting layer on an upper 
surface of the protective film as disclosed in Figures 6A and 6B, described in 
embodiment III. 

Specie IV: The specifics being a slit formed in the gate signal line as disclosed in 
Figures 8A and 8B, described in embodiment IV. 

Specie V: The specifics being a hole formed in the light transmitting conductive 
layer and the protective film as disclosed in Figures lOA and lOB, described in 
embodiment V. 
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Specie VI: The specifics being the counter electrode as integrally formed with the 
light transmitting conductive layer on the upper surface of the protective film as disclosed 
in Figures 1 1 A and 1 IB, described in embodiment VL 

Specie VII: The specifics being the special configuration of the light transmitting 
conductive layer to not be formed on the crossing portions of the capacitance signal line 
and the drain signal lines as disclosed in Figures 13A and 13B, described in embodiment 
VIL 

Specie VIII: The specifics being the holes formed in the protective film along 
with the special configuration of the light transmitting conductive layer at the crossing 
portions.
